holy ambition to win and save souls. 

Hence his theme is more probably found 
in those passages which show Christ as 
the Divine Teacher, as the Atoning Sacri 
flee, as the gracious Mediator, and as the 
righteous Judge. 

Mi. W.’a manner, aa a public speaker, 
though not oratorical, has a quality which 
attracts and impresses. It carries with it 
the force of personal interest and convio- 
tluu. Hb loioe Is nut monotoutra* nor 
sickly, but manly. 

Of his personal attributes we have been 
impressed with a seeming inconsistency. 
In publio meetings, oat of his own congre¬ 
gation,-he is retiring and modest almost 
to a fault He shrinks from a part requir¬ 
ing extemporaneous presentation of his 
topic, though we think there is no clergy¬ 
man in the village more ready with ideas 
and illustration than he. But in society 
and elsewhere his suaviter is mo do, his 
heart-felt courtesy and his sincere good¬ 
will urge his advances in person and speech 
to make every one feel at home in his pre¬ 
tence. 

Mr. W. certainly has the tact to gather 
many friends and moke, we should think, 
no enemies. His position on the various 
questions of public importance and social 
interest can hardly be doubted, though, as 
tar as we can judge, they are not so de¬ 
cided and pronounced as to be a power in 
our community.

A NEW INDUSTRY. 


Poet Okam, Jan. 3d, 1873. 

■ Messrs. Editors : A new industry, 
which has sprang np within the last few 
years hi this oountry, and within a few 
months directly under onr own observa¬ 
tion, ia that of the gold and silver redac¬ 
tion. A short time ago a man was thought 
a fanatic for proposing to erect large works 
for this purpose, while now We are scarcely 
surprised at the rapid progress already 
made in ita developments Formerly most 
Of onr argentiferous ores were made to 
pass through a rough pro c ess of stamping, 
milling and smelting, whereby many of 
the comparatively v sine less materials, such 
as rock, snlpbur, etc., was removed, and 
a matte or species of bullion, made up of 
gold, silver, lead, zinc, oopper, arsenic, 
antimony, part of the sulphur of the ore, 
and other baser metals in leaser propor¬ 
tions, was obtained. 

In this form it was sent to the Great 
Britain Reduction Works, located at Swan¬ 
sea, since nothing of this character had, 
as yet, been established in America. Here 
it was treated and the gold and silver 
parted from the baser metals, the vahie of 
the latter more than compensating for the 
first of transportatipn from the United 
Btatea and su b seq u ent sep arat ion In this 
manner much money wa* annually lost to 
the country, sad the expense of transport¬ 
ation upon so much comparatively waste 
material, beside the consequent delays in 
receiving returns from funds invested, pre¬ 
vented many capitalists from engaging in 
mining operations. There were bat few 
lomlitiea in which ore, paying less than 
(§80) thirty dollars per ton could ba 
economically treated. Let os note the 
change that Ume has wrought. Four cr 
five establishments have already been erect- 

B in this country at a vast outlay of capi- 
, for the ex pres* purpose of reducing 
the gold and silver bullion obtained from 
•he direct treatment of onr own crew. 
When working trader good ounditions, 
their united maximum capacity wdl not 
be less than three hundred tons (800) per 
day. When we estimate that the bullion 
varies in value from one hundred ($100) 
to one thousand ($1,000) net ton, and 
that the companies are forced to pay cash

Their appointmeat 
gives general aatiefeotion, and as they oouati- 
lute a board peculiarly adapted to the work, we 
trust they will accept the positions, and that 
the work may soon be commenced. The pro¬ 
posed plan of drainage includes the lowering 
of the reef snd dam at Little Folic, which 
will be of incalculable value to the fifteen 
thousand acres of flowed lands above, as wall 
as to the inhabitants of aa are* of fifty square 
miles, wbo ar* interested in * sanitary point 
of view. 

Many plans have heretofore been proposed 
for accomplishing the same end, but none of 
them have been so satialaelory to all partis* 
conoerui d ; sa this strikes st the very root at 
the difficulty, we trust t it will be prof ec u ted 
with vigor, sud that without delay.—.Yrieovit 
Courier.

In thto land of millionairea 
and prineen, it is under per cent of 
the population. Looking abroad over the 
whole surface of Great Britain, it may, we 
think, fairly be alleged that tha man who 
permanently occupies a house SMeancd to 
tha house-tax at more than £100 a year— 
that ia, worth more than £190 a year rent 
—belong* to the olaaa of tbe Comfortable, 
ia out of the nfaun of the anxioua, intend* 
to give hie children the benefit of good 
education, haa more than enough to eat 
sad drink, and can contemplate a holiday 
out any sickening feeling of despair, 

Tbit aaaesament implies in London a house 
ousting for rent, taxes, repairs, and water- 
rate, whioh, be it remembered. i« compul¬ 
sory, at least £176 a year, and an income 
of not lam than £800; and in the country 
an outlay of tlW, and aa income of at 
leant dflOO.” \ 

If these figure* are correct, they show a 
horrible condition of the people of Eng¬ 
land. Other facto halp to confirm the re- 
tarn of “ comfortable*. ” There are, ia 
all England, i,000,000 families Of there 
1110,000 pay from £60 *to £100 house 
rent) 300,000 from £80 to £80. and 
800,000 pay over £90, but bat than £80. 

This would make 710,0u0 families fairly 
above poverty, and 8,900,000 families be¬ 
low that line. The poverty-stricken repre¬ 
sent, therefore, five-sixth* of the popula¬ 
tion.
